'I have frequently heard persons quote the 


following passage, coupled with an incpjiry for 
its authorship: 


" God tempera Ihc wind to tlic hliorn lamb." 


Almost as frcciuently the inquirer is assured, In 
a very confident manner, that it may be found 
in the Bible. This may Uc-a natural and par- 
donable error, for the tone and character oftbe 
sentence direct the mind to that source for its 
origin. It has a text-like sound, and it seems 
to bear a kind of sympathetic relationship with 
that passage in Deuteronomy which reads, " as 
thy days so shall thy strength be." or that other 
one, " God ridcth upon the heaven in thy, 
help." 


lint neither Isaiah, Jeremiah, nor any other 


prophet or seer with a broad-sonnding-jin his 
name, wrote that remarkable yet simple line. 
The author was Laurencu Stcine, an English 
divine who lived and died more than a century 
ago. It seems to have been worthy of remark, 
that "he was married after an ardent courtship 
of several yerirs, although he lived long enough 
lo cordially hate his wife." He was an odd sort 
of :t man, and though a clergyman, be was 
"false to his professions of virtue or sensibil- 
ity.'' Gray, in speaking of his character as a 
preacher, says that lie seems "often tollciing 
on the verge of laughter, and ready to throw his 
periwig in the face oftbe audience." 


Tbe renowned passage quoted above occurs 


in bis " Sentimental Journey.'' He spent much 
linn: in southern Km ope for the benefit of bis 
health, and recorded the impressions of his trav- 
els in that work. Tic was the author of several 
others besides, some of which gained wide dis- 
tinction in their day. 


In the estimation of some people the reputa- 


tion of Sterne would rest securely ou that sin- 
gle line. I once heard ol' a person who said be 
would rather be the author of tliat one short 
sentence than of all else over published. This 
seems like exalting it with excessive eulogy. 
Bui is there not really more beauty and poetic 
sweetness in it than actual truth ?

3Ir. Prince said that if there were hut three 


men in tlie Legislature who believed this plan 
of quick transit, IKS was proud to say that he 
was one of them. lie not only believed it to 
be entirely practicable, but that it was, by all 
odds, the best plan tor rapid transit that had 
ever been invented. It was a cnrlons fact, lie 
said, that while everybody was clamoring for 
quick transit in New York, and declaring it to 
be the supreme necessity of that city, the repre- 
Bcntatatives from Sew York in tlie Legislature 
were invariably fount! opposing every plan for 
quick transit that came before the Bouse. If a 
bill omitted to give the Common Council power 
over the construction of the road, complaint was 
made of this omission; if, on the other hand, 
tlioy are given tbat power, as in this bill, then 
it wa» claimed to be unsafe to trust them with 
it. For his part, he had always voted for every 
scheme of quick transit that hold out any pros- 
pect of being carried into effect, and, believing 
this to he the best scheme of all, he should vote 
for it and against the ameudmen of Mr. Weed. 


Mr. Voider also expressed his entire faith in 


the practicability of Mr. Specr's plan, as did Mr. 
Lincoln. The discussion ended by the adop- 
tion of Mr. Weed's amendment; and, as amend- 
ed, the bill was ordered to a third reading.

TjfE .lecture on Tuesday, cyeuiug ,by,.Miss, 


Jane O. De Forest, of Ohio, was well attended 
by our people, the liall being comfortably filled 
with an audience which for respectability and 
attention bestowed upoii the speaker it would 
be a hard matter to surpass, iu .our borough. 
Miss De Forest is a lady of easy and graceful 
address and seldom has it been our pleasure to 
listen lor. lecturer of hlorc fluCrtt speech or 
power of exoressioii in oitlitr s6x than she dis- 
played upon .tliat occasion. For the benefit of 
our readers who missell this rtre treat we give 
a brief synopsis of the lecture. She commenced 
licr address by going back to the time ol tlie 
persecution of Christ and his disciples at Jeru- 
salem, and the readiness of those having the 
fogy spirit to slay all expounders of new and 
strange doctrines even at that, carlyjlay. She 
glanced at the opposition manifested by this 
same spirit of fogyism in trying to cry down tlie 
voyage of Columbus in search of tlie new world, 
and reminded her hearers of the great debt that 
we, the people of tlie United States, while ignor- 
ing the claims of woman, owe to Queca Isa- 
bella, of Spain, for pushing forward that voyage 
which resulted in tlie discovery of the continent 
upon which we live. She alluded to the case 
of Martin Luther at the time of the Keforuia- 
tion, and said it was to be regretted that there 
wcie so few staunch defenders of the right to 
be found at the present time, tlioigh they now 
do not have the fear as then of the dungeon or 
fagot. Oliver Cromwell, of England, was men- 
tioned as a determined leiuler in his time of the 
foes of fogyism, and that in these days of rail- 
road monopolies and Congressional thieving, 
we might wish for a second Cromwell to put an 
end to sucli depredations. The persecution of 
fj.-ililco, the discoverer of Astronomy, was alluded 
tn, who, afler lie liatl been compelled lo retract 
his assertion that the world moved, said "They 
may compel me to take had; my words, but 
the world does move.'1 True thinkers, she said, 
sni-cr at our Puritanical ideas, but they forget 
that fogyism had driven to our shores tho very 
elms ol'people who wuic moil likely lo succeed 
in anew coiinliy. She spoke ol' the co-cduc.i- 
tion o! the sexes—of the lime-when tlie women 
were not alloivcd the advantages of education, 
but that now co-education was fast becoming 
general. Our women aie admitted to the same 
colleges and Ihe same classes as llie men. She 
ducltat some length on llie lisc and fall of 
sl.uory in Ameiica, and tlicn spoke in glowing 
terms of the active part taken by tlio woman in 
aid of the siillercrs in the war ol' Iho rebellion, 
«Iiidi war, she said, was the menus of slriking 
oil'the fullers and enfranchising the slaves, but 
did not loosen the bonds of the American wo- 
men. The national representatives said, let the 
women stay al home until we want their ser- 
vices again anil then we will promiseUiemwhut 
they want. .She spoke of Antoinette L. Drown, 
of Obpilm, Ohio, whn was scut as a delegate to 
a temperance convention, who, upon lisiug lo 
S]H?ak wius homed and hissed by Ihe aiidlouco as 
if they were an Irish mob. Jiiss De Forest, 
said lh.it sitting in the audience and seeing llie 
manner in which Uial woman was I rented, 
tliuunli only a child at the lime, was (he menus 
by which she was conveitedto woman sufliagc, 
ol'which she is at present an earnest advocate. 
I-'ogusiu hi Kiiglaud is opposed to educating Ihc 
i;iboiing classes. The women who pay taxes 
llicre, she said, wore allowed iovote. In France 
the war between fogyism and ils foes is still 
U'iiii!!on.

to register (ill dogs'ln the borough so that the 
constable would have less difficulty in collect- 
ing Ihe taxes ? Such an arrangement has been 
foiiiid to work well in Hiiladelphia. Owners 
of valuable dogs, of which there are several in 
onr town, could then feel some security, while 
the many worthless curs which infest our 
sti-cees would rapidly diminish in number un- 
der a strict enforcement of the Uw. The 
piopositiou "lo collar the dogs, made some 
months ago iu Council, is very good as far il 
goes, but it does not seem to meet the wants of 
Uie people. A collar may b« detached either 
by accident or design, but a registry ' bf the 
breed, color and general appcaiance of the ani- 
mal, is far more safe. Besides Ihc fee for reg- 
istration would be the only expense to Llie 
ownoi, and would directly benefit Ihe borough, 
while llie collar arrangement would benefit only 
.tliobc from whom the collar and name plate 
aro purchased. There aie some fine hunting 
dogs in Bristol for which from S.50 to S100 
have been offered and refused. The pwncis of 
thi'lii would be willing to pay any' foe that 
would render them perfectly secure from the 
danger of being killed by tlie constable, but the 
owneis (if curs—especially "yallci curs"—would 
not incur the expense, and the consequence 
would be thai these pups would he shot.. Our 
town could thus bo rid of a gieal nuisance, 
and (he taxes would be much easier to collect.

Tlie Government has done 
away with the payment of gold and silver in 
the discnaige of debts, except for the payment 
of duties on importations, to furnish gold for 
the bond-holdeis, foreign and domestic—also, a 
silver metallic dollar and stamped bars of silver 
and gold for foreign trade; a currency of debt 
of greenbacks and fractional currency as low as 
ten cents for the Atlantic side—gold and silvci 
standard on the Pacific side, and no panic in 
commercial affairs. On the Atlantic side, where 
greenbacks, &c. are used, a dreadful panic i 
commercial affairs has been the result. 


In former days public debts were held a pub 


lie evil, nuw we advocate (J. Cook and others; 
public debts are public UiSssings. If i>ny 6 
our forefathers had piophecicd that in less than 
100 years there could or would have been anj 
system devised or adopted whereby the golf 
and silver in the hills of the great republic the, 
established, would have bee.u taken to suppoi 
tho European Governments and people, the 
would have been branded as madmen, if nc 
traitors. 


Wendell Phillips says in his open letter to B 


F. Buller, "lhal a. debtor nation is always 
i,lme to ils creditor." We may boast of tl 
system of slavery; does not our auli-ropublica 
bonding system of States, cities, counties, co 
porations, &c., make all slaves lo the credito 
of our people, regardless of race, color, or pre- 
vious •condition. 


History, indeed, seems to be repeated. In 


Bcfonnation times, the landed estates of Ihc 
Catholic Church iu England were lakon by law 
and given by Uie then Government to the sires 
of llie present holders or occupieis, for their 
support of the cause of tlio Uofoi mation. 


The same pi inciple lias been in operation hi 


onr great republic. We Lave donated -millions 
upon millions of acres ot public lands to almoat 
endless corporations, not f,)r the same purpose, 
hut On the pica "to develop our resomces," 
the lands or the pi Ice thereof has gol into the 
possession of tlie few mauagrra, and siiccu- 
latore. If Uie Government had donated the 
same to actual settlers, of ICO acres each, con- 
ditioned that neither Government or the icci- 
pieiit should ever have the power Ihc mortgagi 
tlie same for any purpose whatever, nor should 
any mortgage bo ever valid, these would have 
been homes for the people forever sacred. 
• Our prosperity is said to have been unusually 
great; some say that oui cftraordinary pros- 
perity has been caused by our artificial system 
of vast and varied means of indebtedness- 
thai biaiii development and legislative inge- 
iiuily could devise and put into operation bj 
Ihe aid f>f law. 


We have developed by law numerous rings- 


coal, iron, lead, copper, sail, &e.—and the sue 
cess of llicsc lie call prosperity—taking fron 
or taxing the many for the benefit of the few 


In onr early history our sires, rather thai 


submit to the tax of a few cents upon a ponm 
of tea. rejected the same with scorn anil con 
icrnpt, threw the same into tlie aca. Xow, it 
less than WO years, we calmly submit. Will 
very few exceptions, everything we cat, diink 
wear and use, for life <ir death, is taxed; am 
there are some who say that in our republic, ii 
tlio aggregate, we aie Uie highest taxed peopl 
on the civilized globe. 


Our motto in former days, '• Millions for de- 


fence, but not one cent for tribute;"—and we 
might add, that the tribute exacted now results 
to tlie benefit of the few at the expense of the 
many. 


If the representatives of the British nation 


should visit us during our Exposition, it might 
be pointed out to them, where tlie original pro- 
file of King George lit ,iu slonc, on Uie eastern 
end of the church, was and still remains, and 
at the time of llie Kevolution was defaced by 
Ihc people. Since then the defacing lus been 
ehiselleu on; and now lias a smooth appearance. 
What changes have taken place since that day, 
when some of our patriotic citizens go to that 
people, cap in hand, soliciting the sale of legis- 
lative bonds of all kinds.

'Tlie conduit, pipe extending SOIIIP 
istanco into the river, with a bell month turned 
own stream, is In only-four inches in diame- 
er and flous tlie water inlo a well under Ihe 
ngtne house iloor, Ihe ingress of \valec bcillg 
out i oiled bv a slop-cock in (he engine house, 
.'his pipe M ill convey into lln: pumping well, 
,welve million gallons in twenty-four hours. 
1'he engine-house, located upon the soutliein 
>aiik of I he river, is a substantial building of 
toinled stone work, one story high with slale 
•oof, dimensions seventy feet iliue incites long 
and thirty-three wide. It is divided inside, into 
,wo apai-tmentsi engine and boiler room with 
oft over IjC'ild. the walls being neaily plastered 
and blocked off in imitation of stone work. 


The engine room is thirty feet square ; height 


of culling fifteen feel, and is designed for two 
jngiues. The boiler room is th'nly-seven feet, 
by~llnrty feel in the clear, with a height of 
story of seventeen feet four inches; il is de- 
signed to accommodate three boileis, giving an 
aggiegate i.ipacily of 200 horse power. 


The stack furnishing the drafl is uincly feet 


in height, with a fine thirty-one inches square, 
and is built sfjiiaie of brick. 


The engine is a Worlhington Duplex, with a 


minimum capacity of one million gallons in 
twciily-four hours, and a maximum capac'tly of 
about one million and a half of gallons in 
twenty-four hours. The engine is substan- 
tially eroded upon cul masonry and ' in all its 
appoint ments admirably lined. 


The boilei is tubular and of the most ap- 


proved consliuction. A small donkey pump 
furnishes tho wRler far the holler, taking the 
heated Vi'juer linm the condenser. The wholo 
apparatus fitted with a full set of steam, vacu- 
um, and water gauges, and a counter. The 
counter registering the number of strokes pel- 
minute or hour, and llusreby giving Uio f|iiauti- 
ty (,t water pumped iu a given time.

This pumping main leading to Ihe reservoir is

street lo Mani street, and soiilhwaully oui 
Main street to Walnut street, S. W., where il 
is reduced to a twchc ineli main, terminating 
at the borough line beyond Second Avenue. 
The supply main on Bridge strer.t west of Main, 
street is ten inches, and~ east of Main btreet 
eight inches tu diameter. The balance of the 
mains are six, and four inches,According to lo- 
cality.' 


The sixteen in'eh supply main is brought 


over the canal with an arch of fifty feet span 
and having a rise of ten feet, ilia arch of pipe 
being well sustained _by slrong abnliiients of 
stone. The total length pipe laid is about-fifty 
three thousand feet, ovei 
1 ten miles. Ono hun- 


dred a".d sixteen (iic plugs arc scattered through 
the borough at the mosl available points for 
use in case of a liic, llieir average distance 
distance apart being :J50 feet. 


The elevation of Life resoivoir above llie in- 


tersect ion of ilaiu and Church streets, Uio 
highest point, in the borough, Is one hundred 
and Iwenly-lhree feet, the elevation above the 
intersection of Main and Hridge streets, is one 
hundred and fifty feet. 


Watoi may be tluown from (he fire plugs 


with from one ami a half to two inch stre'ims, 
over Uie top of any building in the borough, 
Llms allbrding ample protection against fire, 
without the intervention of a fire engine. In 
the construction of the works, none but the 
besl material has been used and everything has 
been so critically examined by llie engineer in 
charge, ihnt w e may well say I'heenixvllle lias 
as well constructed Water Woiks as can be 
found in the country.

Engineer, of I'liiladelplna, 
aiid stand as anoUier proof of liis signal ability 
as an Engineer.

through our Stale, that the furra homesteads of 
Pennsylvania look bleak nnd -taic In winter— 
scarcely * green tree is to l» soon about tlieiu. 
We m»y well remark thai tlie homesteads may 
be cornparcd to "pelicans in the wilderness 
anj owls in the desert."' Orchards of fruit 
trees are near by, but in winter thtiy nreleaf- 
K'ss. If six or ten stalely.growing evergreen 
trees were properly set aruuad tiio cole! sides of 
homesteads, they tv'ould soon grow large enough 
to afford shelter and give a lively appearance 
to the promises during winter; and the home- 
steads would be endtfrlugly sheltered and beau- 
tified.

A farmer will often spend that amount at Chris- 
mas time, or ufioii election days, and it is gone 
witli no lasting benefit. If invested in trees, 
these will increase in ske and beauty every 
year; and if properly planted tliey will la^t for 
ages; and if the farm is sold, ir,may bring live 
hundred dollars moie on account of this single 
attention lo improvement.

DREAMS. 


Itcvcrting to tlie question before us what are 


the materials out of which dreams are fmmcil ? 
Tlie obvious and sple answer is—from the sen- 
satioft, ideas, emotions, acts and events of an- 
tecedent life. Putting Jisicle all notions, ancient 
<u modern, of siipernatiual intervention, tlie 
phenomena of waking existence are tliosti alone 
to which we can look for 1 heir interpictatioii. 
The passage quoted fioin Cicero, while uejlex- 
pressing this fact, denotes also those strange 
ucittirbationsvttliiuh foi in the distinctive elmr- 
ncter of dreams nnd the great mystery of their 
nature. AVc c.in understand (or fancy we un- 
derstand) the m 'mo1 ies uf pas! images or events 
impressed upon Mio brain. But tlie manner of 
their grouping in the mind during sleep is tlic 
marvel with which we are here concerned. 
Loosening from all fetters ol time and phid:, 
anil fieed fiom I'ontiol of llic will, the dream 
makes a little w orld of its own, bringing into 
strange 
succession scenes which liavu no 


cotinlcrpait in actual life; conjuriciions of per- 
sons, places, times and incidents, which ne\cr 
did or could luue-occurreil in such combination. 
Tlie complete (lieam disnyaids all icalitics. It 
brings tlie de.ul back among the living with- 
out surprise to I ho dreamer, .uid embodies them 
in the entangled story which have no lecollect- 
cd beginning or end; winch run abruptly into 
one another; confuse persona! identities, and 
blend Impossibilities with tlie most common in- 
eiilents of life. Shakespeare has well called 
dreams ''the children of rui idle brain." That 
power in f,ict is dormant which gives sequence. 
and congrtiity to the acts of tlic waking mind. 
Bui (till, even here, analogies press close.ly up- 
on us. Tlie images of sensible objects occur- 
ring in dreams would seem to be closely akin 
to those which tlie memory furnishes to the 
mind awake, cither by effort of will or by mere 
automatic connections of thought. In this case, 
as in tlie other, they ;ue \.igue and fleeting. No 
effort of the will can long detain them before 
the waking consciousness; and in dreams un- 
aided by nil], they arc still more tr.xnsicnt and 
disjointed. In both cases, objects of visions 
minister chiefly to this subjective action, while 
the waking mind can create by will, or receive 
unbidded,"a sensora! memory of rhythmical 
sounds, clothing itself often in actual melodies, 
the reJlex music of the. brain. This latter point, 
in its various physiological connections, lias 
scarcely had its due share of attention. 


Regarding, then, the imasres of dreams, per- 


turbed in ofdei, as derived from those of daily 
life, we still have to ask tlie question, whether 
this mimic imagery ever goes bcjond, with in- 
ventions new to the senses? 'We think not. 
We Tnay dream of the Centaurs or the winged 
Assyrian bulls, as we have seen them in the 
British Museum, but we do not in our sleep 
create monstrosities of this kind. Under the 
most fantastic grouping of persons and inci- 
dents, the individual images are not unnatural- 
or distorted. We believe this to be so; but 
hero, as often elsewhere on this subject, we 
must ask our leaders to consult their own ex- 
perience.—I'Ai Etlinlmryli EccU'ie.
